Commission approval of a resolution authorizing Wayne County’s Delinquent Tax 
Revolving Fund borrowings for 2019, based on 2018 delinquent taxes; the total 
amount to be borrowed for the year 2018 Delinquent Taxes for Wayne County 
shall not exceed $202,000,000, and this amount will be reduced by various 
exclusions and by collections received from March 1 through the date of 
issuance.
